THE PRINCE’S FUNERAL. 
THE LANDING, 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New Tonk, July 12.—A London dispatch adds 
the following particulars of the arrival of the 
Princes body. The coffin was borne along 
between the double line of troops. The 
solemn procession moved slowly towards 
the temporary mortuary at the river- 
side. The temporary mortuary is «a 
small, isolated structure, with an octagonal 
dome, used chiefly asan armory. Ino front of 
this building the troops formed in square and 
the mourners grouped about the door. There 
within the gloomy edifice, made more sombre 
by trapoings of mourning, the body of the dead 
Prince found ite first resting-place on English 
soil. | 

After an interval of half an hour, Royal car- 
riages clattered into the arsenal grounds. ‘The 

Royal standard was run up at hali-mast on the 
great flagstaff. It announced the arrival of the 
Prince of Wales and the Dake of Edinburg. 
They came in a carriage drawn by four horses, 
with postillions preceded by a singie outrider. 

THE PRINCES WERE IN DEEP MOURNING. 
Descending amid signs of universal! respect from 
the mourners and the qafowd, the Prince of 
Wales, the Dukes of Edinburg, Con- 
naught, and Cambridge, and the Crown 
Prince of Sweden entered the mortuary. A 
large and brilliant group of officers in the varied 
uniforms of the Horse Foot Artillery re- 
mained without. The and caves of the 
buildings near by wete with masses of 
workmen in shirt-sleeves bare arms. 

At half-past 4 the of the Knglish’ 
Royal family and came ont. 
trum the mortuary, conversed, and exchanged 
salutations with officers and acquaintances. A 
screen of white muslin was put up across the 
doorway, shutting out the interior of*the chapel 
from view. 

After the departure of the Princess the Af- 
rican coffin was opened for the purpose of per- 
mitting 

THE IDENTIFICATION OF THE CORPSE 
and its trausferral to a sumptuous casket that 
had been prepared in Kugland. The body was 
re-embalmed in the mortuary, then inclosed 
in leaden and oaken coffins, and the casket, 
with an outer-covering of violet velvet. 

Among the French notabilities present, and 
who were permitted to view the body of the 
dead Prince, were the Princes Lucien and 


Charles Bonaparte, Joachim and Louis 
Marat, the Duke de la Muscova, a 
son. of Marshal Ney, the Dukes of 


Padua and Mouchy, M. Paul de Cassagnac, 
Baron Housmann, and young Conneau, the 
dead Prince’s playmate. The striking likeness 
of Prince Bonaparte to the great Emperor was 
universally commented on by the crowd, the 
general remark being they could have known 
him from the pictures of the First Napoleon. 

M. Rouher came out of the mortuary with 
eyes red from weeping. I svoke with the noted 
Imperialist. He said that be was present when 
the coffin was opened and tne body examined. 
The latter was. perfectly recognizable, but the 
face, be said, bad been much disfigured by 

A TERRIBLE WOUND IN THE RIGHT EYE. 
M. Rouher said that he had found six wounds 
on the chest of so terrible a nature that death 


must bave deen imstantaneous; also 
one on the left arm, evidently 
caused in the attempt to parry the 


thrust of a Zulu assegai. ‘The body, he said, 
had changed colur put little. Prince Napoleon 
remarked that it was extraordinary how the 
preliminary embalming process performed in 
Africa should have been done so well. 

M. Rouher and Gen. Fleury carried the pall. 

At half-past 6 the Horee Artillery escort 
troop took up position massed on the east of 
the mortuary. The gun- carriage, drawn by six 
magnificent troop horses, Wheeled into the open 
pace. The curtains at the entrance to 
mortuary were drawn aside, and the coffin was 
brought out borne on the shoukders of officers 
of the Horse Artillery. The triple muffled 
roll of drums with grand crescendo, followed 
by the dead march, as the coffin was placed on 
the zun-carriage. The Horse Artillery formed 
the escort, front and rear.

out of the Arsenal gates, through the Jong lines 
of foot artillery on either side the road from 
the Arsenal to the barracks, thence’ skirting the 
famous parade-ground on Woolwich Common to 
the Royal Miltary Academy.

| Great Indignation on His Part---Bangs 
and Hooker. 


There was another development yesterdav iu, 
the match-bond case when Charles A. Hale. 
the brother of Morton F. Hale, who is sileved to 
be one of the fathers of the scheme from its 
inception, was arrested and brought down to 
the Government Building to stand up before 
Hoyne and give bail or goto jail. The warrant 
for Hale’s errest was issued Thursday evening, 
but the venerable l Waterman, 
who laid tor him at his house, No. 99 Centre 


avenue, failed to get him during 


the micht, though bis search met with 
better results yesterday morning. Hale 
wanted an immediate hearing before Hoyne, 
and was sadly disappointed when informed that 
he would be expected. to give bail to appear 
Moaday morping at 11 o'clock, to which hour 
the case was continued. He spent the day in 
the Marshal’s office, and Was not deserted by 
several of his friends,—more particularly Sloan, 
who is also in the muss. Bail-hunting expeai- 
tions were organized from time to time, 
but the search for people who are will- 
ing to become responsidle for him on 
a $5,000 bond was. unavailing, and late in 
the afternoon the last unfortunate was trans- 
ferred to the house of Hoffmann, over the river. 
While in the Marshal’s office, Taz Tamer 
man sat down to have à chat with Hale about 
his alleged connection with the case, but met 


with little more than 
A GENERAL DENIAL 
that he knew anything about it. In fact he 
didn’t know what be was arrested for—outside 
of the very general charge of conspiracy to de- 
fraud the Government in the matter of the 
Phineas Ayer ma as set forth in the 
warrant—unless it was that the accident of 
birth bad made hima brotherof M. F. Hale.

But ‘perhaps some of Tun T- 
UxzE’s readers are fools. ''— New York Siar. , 
The Constitution of the United States pro- 
vides that no person shall be a Representa- 
tive in Congress who has not been seven 
years a citizen of the United States,” and no 
person a Senator who has not been nine 
years a citizen of the United States.” The 
President and the Vice-President are each 
required to be “a natural born citizen” of 
the United States. It also provides that “all 
persons born or naturalized in the United 
States, and subject to the jurisdiction thereof, 
are citizens of the United States.” We think 
these, and other provisions which might be 
quoted, establish that there is such a thing 
as citizenship of the United States. Among 
the powers granted to Congress is included 
that to establish an uniform rule of natu- 
ralization.” No Sovereign State is anthor- 
ized to naturalize an alien, or to make a man 
a citizen who is not a citizen of the United 
States. The power to make an alien à citi- 


-| zen is one of the highest acts of National 


sovereignty. It can only be performed 
under the authority of the United States in 
the manner prescribed by law. Once created 
a citizen of the United States, the person be- 
comes also a citizen of the State wherein he 
may happen to reside, Mr. Hunp's State- 
sovereignty craze has got the better of his 
common sense. 


MAYOR * PRETENSE OF ECOR- 


The Raa +s * Mayor has sent 
into the Council relative to his removal of 
BENNER is a specious document, but it will 
not deceive anybody who is familiar with the 
facts nor anybody who cares to ascertain 


‘what the facts are. The Mayor seeks to jus- 


tify his action on the ground of his own de- 
votion to the interests of economy and Brn. 
NER's alleged insubordination in gesisting the 
Mayor’s efforts in that direction. It may be 
easily shown (1) chat Benner not only did 
not resist the Mayor’s order of reduction, but 
proceeded to retrench in the most effective 
and judicious manner, and (2) that the 
Mayor himself does not carry his economical 
ideas to an extent where they may affect him 
personally or any of his partisan favorites. 
The Mayor issued to Buyywer a general 
order fora reduction of 25 per cent in the 
expenses of his Department. This was ne- 
cessitated, he said, by the new law limiting 
the issue of city scrip to 75 per cent of the 
tax-levy ; he purposely or ignorantly over- 
looked the fact that a part of the proposed 
reduction in the Fire Department might be 
saved by cutting down elsewhere or by using 


hs part of the cash funds that are coming in 


from back taxes and other sources, if the 
full reduction should threaten the efficiency 
of the Fire Department. An absolute reduc- 
tion of 25 per cent in this Department was 
not, therefore, absolutely required by law. 
The amount of that percentage of retrench- 
ment was about $85,000. Mr. Bruun pro- 
ceeded to cut off nearly $80,000 in various 
“ae He proposed to lay off two engines, 

to retrench in supplies, repairs, and horse- 
feed, to reduce the cost for maintaining the 
fire-alarm, and in other ways to save about 
$80,000. Any further reduction (about 
$5,000), he represented to the Mayor, would 
either impair the service or fall upon the 
men, and he was not authorized to change 
the pay of the men from the amount fixed 
by ordinance. Mayor Harrison was not 
satisfied with this enormous reduction, but 
he desired Buxxxz to go about among the 
men and use his influence, —that is, to 
intimate to them that a refusal to 
remit a part of their pay would 
be followed by their discharge. This 
Mr. Benner very properly declined 
to do, and it is upon this alone, and not upon 
any resistance to retrenchment, that Han- 
son can properly base the charge of insub. 
ordination. To agree to this charge under 
the circumstances would be to make the head 
of every department a mere tool to do any 
dirty work which ‘an unreasonable Mayor 
might exact, 

It is manifest, moreover, that ‘the Mayor 
was not actuated by an unselfish desire to re- 


trench in the public expenditures, If that 


was it, why bas Mr, Harrison neglected so 
long to remit 25 per cent of his own salary? 
He boasts of being a rich man. He talks 
very freely of having half a hundred honses 
rented out, and a large amount of other prop- 
erty. His salary as Mayor of the city must 
be a mere bagatelle to him. Thea why 
hasn’t he given notice of his own voluntary 
remission of 25 per cent, instead of exacting 
that Benwer should bulldoze the poor fire- 
men into a voluntary sacrifice of an im- 
portant part of their scant pay? © Firomen, 
as a class, do not own fifty houses and

RECIPROCITY WITH FRANCE. 

M. Lon Corrado is now in New York on 
the eve of departure for France, after spend- 
ing a year in this country in the interest of a 
proposed commercial treaty of reciprocity 
bétween France and the United States. 


During that time he has visited all the prin- 


cipal cities, and reports that, with the excep- 


tion of the California people, the project has 


been received with considerable favor. At 
all eventa, he regards his mission as success- 
fulienough to warrant his return next winter, 
when’ Congress will again be in session, with 
the purpose of seouring the appointment ot 
a of inquiry and conference. M. 
— 52 one of a French Committee, 
which includes several men of prominent 
position in commerce and politics, but 
which has no authority, so far as 


know, from the ‘Government. The — 


which these gentlemen are agitating 
contemplates, @ reciprogal reduction in 
the tariffs of the two countries upon an 
agreed basis, with a view to enlarging the 
trade between the two countries, The trade 
between the United States and France is 
small as compared with the trade between 
the United States and Great Britain. Of the 
American exports for the fiscal year ending 
June 80, 1878, Great Britain took $228,431,- 
678, while France took but $54,289,910; 
during the same period England sent to this 
country goods of the value of $107,290,677, 
while France sent only $43,377,870. Great 
Britain takes nearly eighteen times as much 
of the American breadstuffs as France takes; 
the French, according to M. Cnorrxab, draw 
more largely in this line from Russia, Tur- 
key, Italy, and Algeria than would be the 
case under fairer commercial relations with 
this country. 

We hope M. Osorrzav may have con- 
tributed by his tour and speeches to the 
general stock of information concerning the 
value and justice of commercial reciprocity, 
but we think it doubtful whether he will be 
able to make any substantial headway with 
Congress ina schemefor exceptional reci- 
procity in trading with France. Tariffs are 
made by all cougtries, and perhaps especially 
by this country, for a selfish purpose. The 
most friendly relations fail to induce nations, 
as they do individuals, to sacrifice even sup- 
posed advantages, Any proposition for a 
modification of the American tariff so far as 
France is concerned would be instantly ré- 
sisted by certain manufacturing interests 
in this country which think that they 
would be especially injured by the proposed 
reductions. Other manufacturing interests 
not directly affected would come to the sup- 
port of those who should protest from self- 
ish motives, because the former would feel 
that they might some time need the assist- 
ance of the latter in a similar emergency. 
If the wine-growers, silk-makers, or any 
other industries of this country, think they 
would suffer by reason of a reduction of 
duties in favor of France, they would threat- 
en retaliation upon other protected interests 
unless they were sustained ‘in their opposi- 
tion. It is not likely that exception will be 
made in the operation of the tariff laws in 
favor of France or any other nation. It is 
only in the case of contiguous territory, 
separated merely by political lines, where all 
interests would probably assent to reci- 
procity conditions, and even in the 
case of Canada the conflicting interests 
on both sides have been powerful enough to 
prevent any agreement on the basis of reci- 
procity. It is by no means certain that 
France would assent to exceptional trade re- 
lations with the United States, though its 
past policy would be more favorable to such 
an agreement than the American policy 
would be; and, altogether, it must be admit. 
ted that the prospect of M. Cuorrzav’s suc- 
cess is not as good as he seems to think it.

THE PRICE OF WHEAT. 
To those who look forward to a fall in the 


price of wheat the facts and circumstances 
do not seem to be promising. The exports 
of wheat, and flour reduced to wheat, for the 
weeks ending June 25 and July 2 were as

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Though 

May 1, 1878, Mert. 1879, nearly 29,000,- 
000 bushels, yet on June 18 that city had but 
527,000, or less than one week's supply, in 
store. Marseilles in that year imported near- 
ly as much wheat as was received in Chicago 
in 1878, yet it all passed into consumption. 
That importation must be kept ap in order 
to supply the interior with bread. The 
European harvest is much later than usual, 
and both England and France will need all 
the old wheat they can obtain for mixing. 

The situation presented by this array of 
circumstances is that it is almost certain that 
there will be an increased deficiency in the 
wheat crop of Europe and in the supplies to 
be obtained by the States of Western Europe 
from the ordinary Eastern sources. As 
the deficiency will be greater than ordi- 
nary, and the usual sources of supply 
seriously diminished there, the Western 
countries of Europe must depend upon the 
United States to meet this enlarged defi- 
ciency. Itis nota question of quality or 
price. Those who need bread have nota 
choice between this or that source of sup- 
ply. The deficiency being established, the 
necessity of supplying it beoomes imperative. 
It is a question of quantity, and for once the 
foreign market will not dictate the price. The 
wheat will not be sent abroad for sale; it 
will be purchased here at sellers’ prices, 

In the matter of food there is no such 
thing as retrenchment short of starvation. 
The appearances now are that the surplus 
wheat of the present American crop, large 
as it will be, will not be more than sufficient 
to meet the foreign deficiency. If this 
proves to be the case, then the price of 
American wheat will during the coming year 
be greater than it has been for many seasons. 
The statement from whieh we take these 
facts and figures is that of a gentleman who, 
however well informed on the subject, is in- 
terested in bulling the market. Nevertheless, 
the case he makes out seems to be pretty 
well fortified, and all those interested can, 
as they will, judge for themselves.

COTTON. 

Cotton is no longer King; but in the com- 
merce of the world it is a most important 
factor, and always will be. For this reason 
our enterprising business men should inquire 
how it can be made to contribute to our 
prosperity. We have water communication 
by the canal and the Illinois and Mississippi 
Rivers directly into the very heart of the cot- 
ton-producing distriets; and the Illinois Cen- 
tral and the Alton & St. Louis Railways 
the first directly and the second by its con- 
nections—can easily bring tens of thousands 
of bales to this market. But why bring it 
here? We have but one cotten-mill, and it 
will take time © increase our man- 
ufacturing facilities should it be demon- 
strated that the business can be made 
to pay. Suppose that by establishing 


reciprocal trade with the cotton-producing | 


districts,—we sending them the provisions 
and the goods needed on the plantations; 
and taking their cotton in return,—and that 
thus a large market should be established 
here, New England would come here for her 
cotton, just as she now comes here for her 
grain and provisions, Probably more than 
half the cotton-crop is now sent to market 
by railway, and the extra distance by Ohi- 
cago would be more than overcome by the 
low rates of transportation our Southern 
roads would make to get the trade and our 
lake marine and Eastern roads would make 
for the same reason for transporting it to 
New England or the seaboard, And, besides, 
it can be shipped on through bills direct to 
Liverpool at relatively cheaper rates than it 
can be taken from the seaboard. Of course, 
it will take time to build up a trade in cot- 
ton, but in a ‘very few years the greatest 
results may be realized from it. 
— LO AT A TT 

Mr. Grorgz M. Hiaamson mforms the 
London Times, in a communication, that he 
has lived in Chicago thirty-six years. He 
goes on then to blow a loud trump for Chi- 
cago. It had, he says, in 1840, but 4,000 in- 
habitants, and now has 500, 000 doubling 
every five years! Mr. Hamas believes 
that, owing to the geopraphical position of 
Chicago in respect to the lakes, this progress 
will. go on at the same rate, and that Chica- 
go will become, in 1890, a city of 2,000,000, 
it being possible, by a little improvement in 
canals, to enable wheat ships to sail straight 
from Chicago to Liverpool, and return laden 
with manufactured articles. John Bull 
seems to have some difficulty’ in swal- 
lowing all this, and one blarsted“ 
British journal asks why it w that 
wheat ships from New York, Bos 
ton, Philadelphia, and Baltimore do not 
return laden with English manufactures: 
[t doubts that those sailing from Chicago 
straight to Liverpool through the Jakes, 
Welland Canal, and St. Lawrence River will 
bring back any larger proportion of English 
goods than those sailing full of “wheat from 
ocean ports. It does not see how the Amér- 
joan tariff will be any Jess prohibitory on 
British goods exported to Chicago on ships 
than to New York on shipa. Another of 
the Queens newspapers has the temerity to 
doubt Mr. Hicarrson’s statement that Chi- 
cago doubles its population every five years, 
or that she will exceed the population of 
Paris in 1890. It says that Chicago had 
800,000 nine years ago, and, if it doubled 
once in five years, it must now exceed 1, 000, 
000 inhabitants, or t as much as New 
York, whereas Mr. only claims for it 
500,000 at this time, and that is all the cen- 
sus will probably find next year, This Brit- 
ish critic thinks “that if Chicago adds a 
quarter of a million to her numbers between 


districts of country where there are few altens. 
Not more then half the adult males in Great 
Britain and Ireland are voters. The exclusion 
is chiefly in Ireland, and among the agricuitural 
laborers of England; of the latter, fully balf e 
million are disfranchised, and fully 600,000 Irish- 
men are short of the property-qualification that 
entitles a man-to vote. The franchise in Great 
Britain is discriminatory. In the Engiish cities 
and towns all householders and lodgers may 
vote. But in the rural districts it is necessary 
that a man should be a pretty large rent- pa ver 
to vote. In that country there is one member 
of Parliament for every 62,300 inhabitants. In 
this country there is one Congressman for every 
195,000 population,—estimating the present 
population at about forty-six millions. 


In the reorganization of the Appellate Court 
of this District, the Hon. isaac G. Wiison, of 
Kane County, has taken the place of Judge 
Montur, of McHenry. Though Judge Wiison 
needs no introduction to his immediate neigh- 
bors, nor to the members of the Bar generally, 
it is bat proper to state for the information of 
the general public that he is by no means new 
to the duties of the Bench. His father wasa 
Judge in Genesee County, New York, at which 
place the present Isaac G. Wüuson was born, 
sixty-two years ag. He was graduated at Brown 
University in 1838, and came to this city, ro 
maining bere one year, when he entered Cam- 
bridge Law School. He finished his course 
there in 1841, and, returulog to Ilinols, took ap 
his residence in Elgin. Heat once entered upon 
an extensive practice in the counties which furm 
the circuit from which he was recentiy elected. 
In 1851 he was elected Judge of the Circuit 
Court, and again in 1855 and m 1861. After a 
continuous service of sixteen years, he retired 
from the Bench in 1867. Before being elected 
Circuit Judge he had served two years as County 
Judge. In 1867 be resumed the practice of law 
in this city, his business extending through the 
adjoining counties; and sustained as higha 
reputation. at the Bar as he had during bis 
eighteen years’ service as a Judge. He brings to 
the Appellate Courtaripe judicial experience 
and learning, a long familiarity with the legisia- 
tion of the State, personal dignity, courtesy that 
is so commendable on the Bench, and an apti- 
tude for the dispatch of business which is so 
desirable in an Appellate Court. To the Bar 
and the general public Judge W1iLson will prove 
one of the most acceptable of the many Judges 
holding court in this city. 


Something like 4,000 Republicans for various 
reasons, mostly frivolous and foolish, voted 
against WaIqur and the Republican ticket last 
April, and for Caran H. Harrison. And 
perhaps 5,000 or 6,000 Scandinaviaus and Ger- 
mans—Republicans—went over to the Socialist 
candidate, Dr. Bcumipt. Between these two 
defections the Republican ticket was left in a 
minority, and HARBISON and the Democratic 
ticket came in on a boom. If the election had 
now to be held over again with the present ex- 
perience of Harrison’s Administration, the 
4,000 Republican votes he received would be 
cast solid against bim and the 5,000 German and 
Scandinavian Republicans who threw away their 
votes on the Communist candidate would now 
place them where they would do the most good 
in defeating Harrison and his bummers. He

Last night he sat 
up until a late hour, remaining out upon the 
open porch, After retiring to bea, about 
1 o’clock, he becamefseomewhat restless, and be- 
ing unable to sleep he called to Dr. and Mrs. 
Scott, his son-in-law and daughter, who at once 
appesred at bis bedside to aid him to arise. He 
sicnified his wish to be aided to reach a chair. 
While being thus helped, be retained all his 
facuities, but upon reaching the chair a slight 
but almost imperceptible change sed over 
his face, and without a without a 
word he easily into the chair. A slight 
fluttering of the heart was only noticeable, his 
head fell back, his eyes closed es in peaceful 
sleep. He was dead. 

A scene of sadness and sorrow is noticeable 
among all, His loss is mourned by citizens of 
ell classes, and the city is draped in mourning.

Dr. De Wolf Awake to the Nectssity 
of Cleaning-Up. 


Some Figures Showing the Present In- 
sufficient Work. 


The Mayor Makes.a Very Truthful Ob- 
servation. 


Commissioner Waller Tells What He 
Is Able to Do.

THE HEALYH DEPARTMENT. 

The Health Department was in receipt of an 
unusual number of complaints yesterday of 
one kind or another, from which it would 
seem that the people are arousing to a sense of 
the city’s uncleanly condition, and are bestir- 
ring themselves to ward off disease and death. 
Among the complaints was one against Ed- 
wards’ grain warehouse, located at the corner 
of Cass and Michigan streets, which was said 
to be giving rise to an unendurable and in- 
describable odor. One of the complainants 
said the smell was so bad that he 
had been unable to eat bis breakfast, and his 
familv were sick. From what could be learned, 
the stench appeared to come from some spoiled 
grain which had been heaped in the street, or 
was yet in the warehouse, and an officer was de- 
tailed to look it up. He found that some of the 
grain, in the warehouse had become wet by the 
recent rains, and was in a state of decomposi- 
tion and emitting a fearful stench, but that the 
streets were in a comparatively cleanly condi- 
tion. Later in the day the necessary notices 
were served to abate, and it is thought that the 
nuisance will s ly end, although the owner 
of the property is in Europe at present. 

The complaints about dead dogs were also 
very numerous, from which it would appear 
that the contractor is again getting dehind in 
the work of removing them, and that siuce a 
— complaints indicate many nuisances, that 
iu some sections the streets are literally strewn 
with dead animals and decaying animal matter. 
Ihe complaints, too, about the non-removal of 
garbage received an impetus, and this or some- 
thing else served to stir up the Health Com- 
missioner, who, about noon, called upon the 
Comptroller and asked for $10,000 to be used in 
abating this class of nuisances. He said that 
only twenty-six teams were now employed 
where fifty were necessary to anythin 
like do the and u 
the matter with earnestness on 
the ground that if 8 was not 
done there would de occasion of alarm on ac- 
count of the yellow-fever, especialiy since it 
was highly probable that in the general stam- 
pede trom the infected district South many 
persons would come bere. The Comptroller 
was powerless to grant the request, however 
much he would like to have done it, and how- 
ever keen bis appreciation of the necessities of 
the case may be, dut he said there ought to be 
nothing in the way of ite being granted by the 
Council, espe@ially since a greater sum than 
that asked for had been saved from the street- 
cleaning fund last year, and ought to be now in 
the Treasury. Dr. De Wolf will lay the matter 
before the Council to-night, and the necessity 
of something being done is made the more ap- 
parent by the following table showing the dis- 
tribution of scavenger-wagons by wards, the 
acreage of the wards, and also the approximate 
population:

These figures tell a story which is calculated 
to cause remark, and they are susceptible of so 
‘being interpreted esto reflect very little credit 
‘upon the Health Department. For instance, 
the mortality report, which is appended below, 
shows that in the distribution of the garbage- 
gatherers the wards showing the least mortality 
are being most favored. For instance, last 
week the most deaths occurred in the Sixth 
Ward (34), where there was one wagon em- 
ployed half the time, while in the First Ward, 
where the least deaths occurred (2),two and a half 
wagons are employed. Then take the Four- 
teenth. Ward, where there were thirty-three 
deaths,—the largest ward in the citv,—and one 
wagon is found to a povalation of 47,812, hile 
in the Eighteenth Ward, with one-third the 
population, three wagons are given. The com- 
parison might be carried further, put this wilt 
suffice to show that even with the wagons em- 
ployed better work might be done by a dis- 
tribution of them according to population in 
the various wards, and according to the mortuary 
reports. 

In the matter of ins cting the tenement 
houses, the suggestions of the Commissioner in 
his card to the public, printed yesterday, seem 
to be working well. There were quite a num- 
ber of medical gentlemen to come forward dur- 
ing the day and volunteer their services as in- 
spectors, and ſt was estimated that the namber 
in the forenoon alone would secure the prompt 
and thorough examination of at least 1,000 tene- 
ment houses at once, Among the volunteers so 
far are Dr. Isadore Cohen, Fourteenth Ward: 
vr. S. J. Holmes and Dr. B. Hahn, Ninth Ward; 
Dr. J. B. Duff, Eigutb Ward; Dr. W. G.Goffe, Fix- 
teenth Ward; and Dr. Shannahad, Seventh Ward. 
More volunteers are wanted, of course, even in 
the wards given, for the greater the number the 
lighter and more effective and thorough will be 
the work. ‘The Inspectors are instructed what 
to do, and bow to do it, and their services can- 
not but be of the greatest value. The follow- 
ing is un exhibit of the tenement-houses by 
wards, with the number of occupants, and the 
Health Department defines these houses to be 
houses occupied oy three or more families:

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The water-supply of Chicago ts becoming ¢ 
problem of sucn interest as to demand the at- 
tention of every cilizen, and to suggest some 
pian of solution that shall prevent, in the near 
tuture, the occurrence of any contingency that 
shall have the effect to materially lessen the 
amount of this element necessary for the legiti- 
mate purposes for which it is intended. Every 
year witnesses an increase of population. The 
water service, consequently, is extending, while 
the machinery at band with which to furnish the 
required supply is practically at a stand-stili so 
far as the capacity is concerned. There are two 


pumping-works, one fa the North Division and 


one im the West Division. These are 
furnished with six engines, four of 
which are double, while the reniaining 


two are single machines. These engines, if in 
operation. simultaneously, can furnish 105,000,- 
000 gallons of water daily. But, as usually 
worked, they pump and distribute about 60,- 
000,000 gallons per day. The North Division 
éniines gupply about 80,000,000 gallons and the 
West Division engines the same amount. While 
the maximum capacity of the. pumping ma- 
chinery is as set forth above, it is not practi- 
cable to keep all the engines employed simul- 
taneously, for the reason that repairs are neces- 
gitated, and, should all be kept going and no 
rést given them, it would not be long before all 
might de out of order simultaneously, 
and, therefore, the source of supply great- 
ly endangered. On the supposition, therefore, 
that the largest engine is at rest, as every one 
must be occasionally, and, as ex-Engineer Ches- 
brough remarks in his last report, ought to be 
twice a vearfor examination and repairs, it is

The increasing average dema 
the figures presented in the firef part of this 


brough, looking ahead, sald. in his last report: 
‘Of eoursez it is not certain that thé average 
daily consumption of the whole eity will con- 
tinue to increase as it has done; byt the era of 
renewed prosperity which we en has 
begun to daun upon the country is not 
likely to be accompanied by a diminished 
demand for water.

It does not appear clear to Eugineer Williams 
that this would bave the effect desired.

MAYOR AND ALDERMEN. 

The difficulty between Mayor Harrison and 
Marshal Benner was again the absorbing topic 
around the City-Hall. The meaning of the ac 
tion of the Council the evening before in ad- 
journing without doing anything whs freely dis- 
cussed, but the wisest did not attach any mean- 
ing to it. Those who bad been instrumental in 
it said it was a movement in the interest of 
Benner, but the little squad who are hanging to 
the Mayor .in the hope of becom ing parties to 
the dispensing of his patronage took the other 
view, and were in high spirits. The Mavor was 
claiming the adjournment as a triumpb for him- 
seif, and gloating over his imaginary victory. 

The day opened with an interview between 
some of the Aldermen and his Honor in the 
latter’s private office. There were present Ald. 
Everett, Swift, Thompson, Turner, Meyer, Rlor- 
dan, Lawler, McCaffrey, and Cullerton, and 
they called simply to talk the situation over 
and gain the ideas of the Mayor on the subject 
under consideration. They told him, to intro- 
duce the subject, that they had voted for 


an adjournment the evening before upon the 


understanding that, if a war was not made 
upon him, and the fight was allowed to 
drop, that he would reappoint Benner Aug. 1. 
He replied that such was a mistake, and went 
on to make speeches on Various subjects, wind- 
ing up by stating that he bad told ex-Ald.. Kirk 
that bis lutention at first had been to recall bis 
action if the Council behaved itself, but be had 
made no promises, and, falling back upon his 
dignity, was not pre to make any. Some 
further talk followed. and the Mayor, in answer 
to a question as to whether he vow intended to 
reappoint Benner, gave an emphatic answer in 
the negative. He subsequently, however, quai- 
ified his auswer by saying that he was satisiied 
that Mr. Benner had a great many friends, and 
that if it turned out that Aug. 1 he had more 
friends than Sweenie be might change his mind, 
intimating, however, that he should expect 
Benner to get down on bis kuees in the mean- 
time and bumbiy bee his pardon. From this 
time on the interv.ew was lively, and the Mayor 
got decidedly the worst of it.

CMA. July 8.—I wish to say a few words 
about young people in general and girls in par- 
ticular.

Home for the last two years, there are but two 
classes of grown-up giris,—the one who dances 
all night and speids her days making up for lost 
sleep, or reclining on the lounge and reading a

From my earliest reading days I’ve read that

Seriously, I admit that there are girls and 
girls,”’ but I’ve seen a good many of them in 
twenty-two years (there, l’ve told now), and I 
can’t and don’t believe the average youug lady 
is as black as she is painted—so to speak. 

Indeed I think the Homeites have gone to the 
two extremes spoken of, and writteu their opin- 
ions of a supposititious girl, without stopping 
to think of pny actual. voung lady of their ac- 
quaintance. I don’t think ordinary young 
lady that abounds in our midst has n de- 
scribed at all. 

I bave in my mind several girls in moderate 
circumetances living in or very near our city 
and belonging among quite a large circle of 
wide-awake young people. 

Their ages range from 17 to 22 or 23, the 
youngest being just out of school.

Now as to the practical part: Two of them 
are “natural-born cooks”; one is called a

occasion demands it, though when ‘it isn’t 
necessary that they should be in the kitchen 
this hot weather it is a melancholy fact that 
they prefer to stay where the heat doesn’t en- 


I thick that one secret of home happiness is danger their frizzes. 


Ove, alas! cordially hates cooking, m any 
way, shape, or manner, and ber attainments in 
the culinary line are consequently confined to 
boiled eggs, baked potatoes. rhe feving of grid- 
die-cakes, and the doing of a few other things’ 
that are not a severe strain on her mental facul- 
ties. However, the gentleman who “waits ov 
ber,” as old ladies say, does not seem particu- 
larly distressed at the prospect of having to

HUMAN CHARACTER. 
ITS DARK SPOTS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. | 

Sr. Josep, Mich., July 7,—To all persons 
living on the earth, the sun must be an object 
of the greatest interest; not only on account of 
his own wonderful physical nature, but also be- 
cause of his influence upon our earth. 

Very few of us fully appreciate either the 
immense size or extreme heat of this dazzling 
orb. Our ignorance is partly due to the great 
distance intervening between us and the sun. 
Indeed, the distance itself is not comprehended. 
From our earliest recollection the most of us 
have heard that the sun is 95,000,000 miles away. 
Tnis Aatemeut is a mistake, as recent investiza- 
tions have proven it to be somewhat less,—be- 
tweep 91,000,000 and 92,000,000 miles. But, as 
far as our appreciating this distance is con- 
cerned, it might as well have been called the 
former as the latter. The human mind is too 
weak to comprehend such vastness. Let us use 
an illustration: 

A cannon ball, moving straight on. unretard- 
ed, with its swültest speed, could not reach the 
sun in pine years. Apd yet, across this mighty 
chasm the sun exerts a powerful influence on 
the earth,—hbolds us in our orbit, and sends us 
light and beat. What, then, must be the size of 
this luminary, its temperature. its weight? 

Its size ie such that if the earth were placed 
at the centre of the sun, the moon would be far 
within its surface, so far, indeed, that there 
would be room within it for another moon al- 
most as far again from the earth. That is, the 
radius of the sun must be equal to twice the 
distance from the earth to the moon. As faras 
size is concerned. amillion and a quarter earths 
could be placed within the sun, with plenty of 
room fur each to revolve, without grazing the 
bighest mountain tops. 

According to a very able writer on this sub- 
ject, the heat of the sun is so intense that if the 
sun should approach as near us as the moon 
pow is, there can de no doubt but that the earth 
itself would meit. Its weight .ie so great that 
it seems foolish to estimate it by tons, but 
something of an idea ma be obtained ‘by calcu- 
lating he number of earth-weights in it. It bas 
been found to weigh as much as 325,000 earths. 
its brilliauey is beyond our conception, for even at 
a distance of 2, 000, 00 miles the human eye is 
unable to endure its direct rays. Let, not vitb- 
standing the great brilliancy of this true King 
of Day,” even the sun is not without spots. 
Large and dark they appear on the sun’s disc; 
striking contrasts to the surrounding brigut- 
ness. The spots were among the earlicst dis- 
coveries of the telescope. It was dy watching 
them that the early observers determined the 
rotation of the sun; so it would seem that even 
the spots bave a mission. In China they 4 
pear to bave been observed as early as 321 A. D. 

The centre of every solar spot is biack. Edg- 
ing this is a sort of tringe-like substance, which 
forms the border. So the general appearance 
of a quiet, proper solar spot is not unlike that 
of a black funne!, the upper edge of which had 
been nibbled by mice, only the funnel should be 
magnified about 250,000, times. But these 
spots are not quiet and proper; they are con- 
stantly changing form; are seen to break out 
and enlarge, contract, and disappear, sowme- 
times lasting more than a year, at others only 
a few hours. Instances are recorded in 
which a spot of 50,000 miles diameter 
has formed in a single day. Their 
— — 22 is likewise rapid. The spots vary 
greatly in magnitude, the smallest being 

between 400 and 500 miles in diameter, the 
largest nearly 60,000 miles. The average di- 
ameter, however, is, about 30,000 miles, so that 


a couple of earths could easily de dropped 


through without grazing their sides. 

What these spots are, or how they are formed, 
is a query that bas puzzied older and (begging 
your pardon, O worthy Homeites) wiser heads 
than ant now before me, and the question is 
not, we believe, yet decided. But I do not care 
to discuss their origin just now, as even the 
most studiousiy persevering are already yawn- 
ing over this letter. I oni wish to consider 
them as they appear to us, and, if possible, de- 
duce a few practical lessons from these very 
spots. 

For, as even the sun, standing pre-eminent 
among all material objects, is not without spots, 
so everything under the suo, whether small or 
great, whatever its nature or condition, is not 
without defects. Like the solar spots, they 
may not be visible at all times, —perbhaps micht 
not be noticed if they were visible,—yet, scen 
or unseen, they are there,—deep, dark spots, 
penetrating through the brilliant exterior, far 
down into the very centre of being. 

Yet how fondly do we cherish the idea that 
thev are not there! How we try to make our- 
selves believe that it is merely some trick of 
the imagination, or a mist in the atmosphere, 
or because our eves are weak! How often we 
attribute the defects to our own inability to 
appreciate such splendor! Then distance lends 
a wonderful enchantment to things, both past 
and future; perhaps because only the outlines 
are noticed. 

Long ago our forefathers saw in the future an 
ideal Government,—one in which the people 
should rule, and where there should be perfect 
unity and order. Such a Government was 
formed,—or, rather, a Government as similar to 
such an one as it is possible for the real to re- 
semble the ideal. But now we see the defects. 
We recognize the dishonesty, avarice, and de- 
ceit in ite administration. No Government is 
without spots. Every great political reformer 
having scen the defects in the old systems o 
rule, has undertaken to form new codes of laws 
which should avoid the former errors. Thus 
Draco, a great lawgiver of Athens, observing 
the laxity maniiested in Athenian politics, drew 
up a code of laws, which Were marked by the 
most extreme severity, demanding the penalty 
of death for all offenses, both for petty thefts 
and wholesale murder, probablv believing that 
all trouble would vanish by such a course. But 
the legwlation of Draco failed im its object. 
Then another great reformer, Solon, took just 
the opposite course, discernmy the errors in 
Draco’s administration, but believing that bis 
own would be successful. Even though the 
laws of Solon were very mild, yet where they 


were adopted the constitution was far from be- 


ing satisfactory. 

Are we not wont to ideslize the knights of 
olden time, the galant knights, whe went forth, 
regardless of danger, to brave veril, to relieve 
the distressed, and, above all, to defend and 
protect the ladies! Do we not consider those 


ve cavaliers Sur ideal? Living in the dim 
, their faults are unnoticed, Only the oat-

hes are visible; the reality was far from per- 
fection. But,
